One cannot but 
Teflect that this loyalty ds ree 
flected in the present Sir Win- 
aton, when during a time of 
nationnl emotional conflict, he 
risked fame and fortune to rally 
round the King's Standard. 


Distaff Side 


The fortuncs of the family 
were ralsed beyond their wildest 
dreams when John and Sarah 
headed the family .. .a duke- 
dom, on Immense fortune, and 
a palace to perpetuate the Chur- 
chill name. But os luck would 
have it, they did not succeed In 
perpetunting the Churchlll name; 
thelr son died as ao youth at 
Cumbridge, Suecession devolved 
upon the distaff side, ond = the 
iucky Spencers brought o new 
strain into the family. This 
strain seems toyhave brought o 
paradoxical ctr/ak, jf that is the 
term I want, ih ‘that mingled 
wilh the unaedthetical Churchill 
branch, the Spencer — strain 
brought an art{stic appreciation, 
One sees in the present Sir 
Winston a perfect type of this 
family grafting.
